(2) Ter details on flying activity, see attached list. With regard to the take= 
off aid landing times on 22 November, there are discrepancies with the 
irformation furnished by source of paragraph 10. Therefore, it is doubted 
whether the times indicated in the list are correct. 

(3) The flights observed were probably the final flights with trainers and sub- 
sequeitly, the first solo flights in single-seater Mid-15s. 

(4) The report furnishes a good indication of the occupation and flying activity 
at Neuruppin airfield after it was vacated by the old fighter regiment in 
October 1951. The statements lead to the following conclusions: 


a. The first new four MiC-15s arrived at the field on 26 October 1951. The 
rrinber of planes was increased to 1] or 13 by early December. 
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b, dudeed by the flying activity, flying personnel who seemed to have much 
exoerience with conventional aircraft were probably being retrainec on 
MidG@15s. 


ec, It is believed that a new fighter regiment was in its starve of activation. 
“The same observation was made at the airfields nf Finow, Koethen, Brandis 
and Alt Loennevits.
